Better management promised; fees will remain unchanged

WASHINGTON — The Interior Depart- 
ment announced grazing policy changes 
Friday that it said would improve rangeland 
, management and increase protection of rnil- 
lions.of acres of federal land that is used by 
ranchers. 

As expected, the proposal did not include 
higher grazing fees, although Michael 
Dombcck, acting director of the Bureau of 
Land Management, said, "We continue to 
believe the grazing fee. formula needs to be 
■ changed.” 

In December, Interior Secretary Bruce 
Babbitt abandoned his plans to impose 


higher grazing fees for the department’s 
270 million acres of rangeland. Bobbitt said 
the level of fees ought to be set by 
Congress. 

The new rules woutd allow substantial in- 
volvement of local and state officials in de- 
veloping rangeland management programs. 
Conservationists have urgued instead for 
greater federal control. 

One particularly sensitive issue involving 
water rights was resolved by agreeing to 
•generally follow the 'dictates of state laws. 
’’The role of states in establishing water 
rights is fully recognized," the BLM said in 
a statement. 

The regulations establish new federal 


standards ranchers must abide by in using 
federal lands to .graze cattle and sheep. 
They also establish a riew structure for the 
councils that advise the BLM on land man- 
agement programs. 

Conservationists complain that the advi- 
sory councils have been dominated by 
ranching interests in the past. The new rules 
require councils to encompass ‘‘diverse in- 
terests." including people not involved in 
ranching. 

Dontbcck said the new regulations em- 
phasize restoring* vegetation along streams 
and lakes. Under the program about 
100,000 acres of strcamsidc habitat will be 
restored to healthy conditions, he said.

Craig says balanced-budget 
amendment nearly assured

GOODING - Idaho Sen. Larry Craig 
predicted Friday that Congress will soon 
pass a balanced budget amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution. But he's warning an 
Oregon colleague that his “no" vote could 
sink the amendment in the Senate - and 
"destroy the Republican Party.” 

Craig, in town for a GOP Lincoln Day 
luncheon, told The Times News he has 66 


of the 67 votes necessary to send the 
amendment to the states for ratification. 

"11*11 be very close, but clearly we're 
within one vote of passing it now, and l 
think it’ll happen," Craig added. 

The Idaho Republican has the backing 
of several Democratic senators - and ev- 
ery GOP senator except Mark Hatfield of 
Oregon. 

Craig phoned Hatfield from Salt Lake 
City Friday morning to seek his support. 
Craig’s message: "Mr. Hatfield would not 


want to be the single Republican to bring 
down the balanced budget amendment and 
destroy the Republican Party” two years 
before Hatfield faces re-election/ 

When the final vote comes, Craig pre- 
dicts Hatfield will end up in the GOP fold. 
“He’s never voted for it, he’s philosophi- 
cally against it. but the world has changed 
and Mark needs to change with it,” Craig 
told The Times-News.

Judge 
opens suits 
to smokers

A federal judge in New Orleans Fri- 
day opened the door for millions of 
smokers to sue the nation’s lending to- 
bacco companies under the umbrella 
of a "class action" lawsuit alleging 
that the companies hooked smokers 
while concealing that tobacco is addic- 
tive. 

The ruling, by U.S. District Judge 
Okla Jones 11, boosted the lawsuit over 
its first difficult legal hurdle. The 
judge's ruling means that the five New 
Orleans residents who filed the suit 
last year now may be joined by mil- 
lions of others, giving them the re- 
sources to press their claims against 
the well-financed tobacco industry. 
Tobacco companies have successfully 
defended scores of individual lawsuits 
against them in recent years and have 
never paid any damages. 

Anti-smoking advocates hailed the 
ruling for creating "the biggest threat” 
to the tobacco indusfty from any law- 
suit ever brought against it . 

"They could lose 20 individual 
judgments and it would make no dent 
on the bottom line," said David 
Vladck, head of the Public Citizen Lit- 
igation Group, which has litigated 
against the tobacco companies. "But 
the potential liability here is incalcula- 
ble. ... You’re talking about the largest 
lawsuit seeking the largest amount of 
damages that has ever been brought." 

Two of the' tobacco companies — 
Philip Morris and R.J, Reynolds To- 
bacco Co. — issued statements saying 
they would appeal the judge's ruling. 

Philip Morris noted that the judge 
"made no rulings on the merits” and 
that trials for individuals still would be 
required on a number of key issues, in- 
cluding how to compensate smokers if 
the companies are found liable.

lands already arc pushed nearly to the limit 
of production and crop yield increases arc 
not going to keep up with a American pop- 
ulation that will double within- 60 years. 

That means there’ll be less meat and 
more potatoes, pasta and beans on dinner

WASHINGTON — The United States in- 
curred one of its worst trade deficits ever in 
1994 and what is in store this year is anybody’s 
guess. 

Last year, the Commerce Department reports, 
the U.S. deficit in goods and services trade — 
$108.1 billion — was the highest since 1988. In 
merchandise trade alone, the deficit, not count- 
ing military shipments, was a record $166.2 bil- 
lion. Including military goods, it was $151.1 


billibn, about $1 billion shy of a record high. 

President Clinton’s Council of Economic Ad- 
visers and the Commerce Department predict a 
smaller deficit this year. Willard Workman, the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce’s top international 
officer, and Howard Lewis, the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers’ international vice 
president, agree.

Weary citizens cheer shooting of vandals

LOS ANGELES — William Masters was 
out on a midnight walk when he ran into two 
Hispanic men spray-painting graffiti on a 
freeway underpass. What happens next is in 
dispute. 

He claims he reached into his fanny pack 
for his 9mm handgun and fired at the men, 
killing one and wounding the qthcr, only after 
he was threatened with a screwdriver. The 
survivor says nobody threatened Masters. 

Prosecutors declined to charge Masters 
with murder, sparking outrage in the Hispanic 
community. Relations were further strained 
when Masters, on his release from jail, re- 
ferred to the shooting victims as "Mexican 
skinheads." r 

But for many white residents of crime- 


weary and graffiti-scarred Los Angeles, Mas- 
ters is a hero. 

Masters says he is surprised by his new 
role, but understands what feeds it. "We are 
coming back to the point where people arc re- 
sponsible for protecting each other and them- 
selves. We spent most of the last 40 years let- 
ting the police handle it. We were told to be a 
good victim and the police would come 
along. We’ve got to change that attitude." 

Masters, a 35-year-old bit-part actor, was 
on his customary walk just past midnight on 
Jnn. 31 when he stumbled on Cesar Arce, 18. 
an(l David Hillo, 20, spray-painting the mark 
of their club on a freeway overpass. , 

Masters wrote down their license plate 
nuroberi but the two demanded the piece of. 
paper and he handed it over. 

Then, as Masters tells it, Hillo pulled a 


screwdriver and Arcc approached from be- 
hind us Masters tried to walk away. Tltht’s 
when Masters pulled out his gun, whirled and 
fired. Arcc was killed and Hillo wounded. 

Hillo suid that he hod n screwdriver, but 
was using it to climb traffic sign poles, not ns 
n weapon. He has said the shooting was un- 
provoked. 

The prosecutor's office said Arcc was shot 
in the back near one side as if lie was turning, 
and the bullet exited Iris chest. Both Hillo and 
Musters told authorities that Arce was within 
arm’s length of Masters when Arcc was shot. 

Authorities were flooded with phone calls 
from residents outraged when Masters was 
arrested. And they rallied to his defense on 
.radio talk shows when the district attorney 
' declined to prosecute Masters, saying he be- 
lieved Masters fired in self-defense. \

Rains pour across South; heavy snow hits Northwest

, Rain pelted areas from southern Louisiana to the Caroli- 
nas on Friday, and powerful storms pounded the Pacific 
Northwest. with high winds, heavy rain and snow in the 
mountains. 

Many streams and rivers approached flood stage or have 
already caused some flooding throughout (he Gulf Coast 
stales and the Carolines. No serious problems were reported. 
Up to 4 inches of rain had fallen in some areas within 36 
hours. 

Along coastal areas of Washington and Oregon, as well as 
the Puget Sound region and the northern Willamette Valley 
and Portland,. nearly 3 inches of rain fell, while a couple 
inches of snow dropped on Snohomish. Winds gusted as 


high as 87 mph on the Oregon coast at Cape Blanco. 

High winds also blew through the eastern slopes of the 
Rockies in Montana and Wyoming, and Interstate 25 was 
closed overnight between Casper and Douglas because of. 
blowing, drifting snow: 

A few rain showers were reported in northwest Montana, 
while some snow was developing in parts of northern Min- 
nesota along a Canadian cold front. 

Forecasters expected more bands of showers and thunder- 
storms from Louisiana to the Carotinas, with some rainfall 
amounts heavy enough to cause flooding. 

The soil throughout the region is saturated from recent 
heavy rainfall, so widespread minor flooding is likely to con- 
tinue into the weekend. Some thunderstorms may produce 
hail, damaging winds and a few (omfidocs. . , .

Brown’s daughter, aide received funds 

WASHINGTON — Secretary Ron Brown's daugh- 
ter and his counselor at the Commerce Department re- 
ceived money from Brown's former business partner, 
whose financial ties with the former Democratic Party 
chairman are bcin^ scrutinized by congressional inves- 
tigators and the Justice Department. 

The payments by Brown's partner. Washington 
businesswoman Notanda Hill, were in addition to 
$403,000 which Brown received from selling his stake 
in a company to Hill, attorneys for Hill and Brown 
confirmed Friday. 

Hill paid $12,000 to the commerce secretary's 
daughter, Tracey Brown, in five checks all issued on 
the same day in August 1991, U.S. News & World Re- 
port says in the Feb. 27 issue of its magazine, which 
goes on newsstands Monday. 

Revelation of the previously undisclosed payments 
follows the Justice Department’s decision Wednesday 
to conduct a preliminary criminal investigation into 
the financial relationship between the commerce sec- 
retary and Hill. 

Army training will be scrutinized 

WASHINGTON — The arduous Army Ranger ex- 
ercise that claimed the lives of four soldiers will be 


closely scrutinized, Defense Secretary William Perry 
said Friday. But he said training for the military’s 
. toughest combat assignments “will never, never be 
risk free." 

The Army has ordered four separate investigations 
into the tragedy in a remote area of Eglin Air Force 
Base near Pensacola, Fla. — the worst in the 44-ycar 
history of the Ranger training program. 

U.S. to permit weapons sales 

WASHINGTON — The Clinton administration has 
decided to permit sales of fighter jets, tanks and other 
sophisticated offensive weapons to 10 former East 
Bloc countries, opening up a market that was once 
Moscow’s preserve and preparing the nations for pos- 
sible NATO membership, U.S. officials said Friday. 

Mexico keeps troops in Chiapas 

MEXICO CITY — President Ernesto Zedillo's gov- 
ernment made it clear Friday that it has no intention of 
withdrawing its troops from the embattled southern 
state of Chiapas, rejecting a key rebel demand to 
restart peace talks and signaling a potentially pro- 
longed military stand-off with the Zapatista National 
Liberation Army.

tables, the experts said at the nation- 
al meeting of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence. 

American agriculture depends 
heavily on oil, using about 140 gal- 
lons of petroleum for every acre of 
com, and domestic oil wells will be 
sucked dry within 20 years, said Al- 
bert Allen Bartlett of the University 
of Chicago. 

“The basis for our farm technolo- 
gy is largely petroleum," Bartlett 
said. “Modem agriculture is using 
land to convert petroleum to food." 

When the domestic supplies ore 


exhausted, the United Stales will be 
forced to import more expeasive for- 
eign oil, raising the cost of growing 
food and prices at the supermarket. 

The United States now has about 
1.8 acres of farmland per capita and 
grows enough to export $155 worth 
of food per capita annually, said 
David Pimentel of Cornell Universi- 
ty- 

But about 120 million acres of 
farmland will be lost to urbanization 
and erosion in the next 60 years 
while the nation's population dou- 
bles to 520 million, he said. To add 
to the problems, available water for 
irrigation is declining.

If Craig gets Hatfield - or a rene- 
gade Democrat - to deliver the 67th 
vote, then (he slates would be asked 
to ratify the amendment. 

Gov. Phil Batt predicts Idahoans - 
, and the Legislature - would enthusi- 
astically support the amendment. 

“I would be amazed if we weren't 
among the first to ratify it." Batt said 
Friday, Batt also held out the possi- 
bility of a special legislative session 
this year to ratify the amendment - 
or deal with the Snake River Basin 
Adjudication. 

The governor also predicted the 
amendment would get support from 
three-fourths of the nation's Legisla- 
tures - the number necessary to rati- 
fy- 

The House has already voted for 
the balanced-budget amendment, 
which would be the 28th amendment 
to die Constitution. 


Rep. Mike Crapo, also in Good- 
ing, said the House vote was a "his- 
torical • moment” in the annals of 
American politics. Crapo predicted 
victory for balanced-budget support- 
ers, but promised the fight won’t end 
until the amendment becomes law. 

Crapo also used his Gooding slop 
to tout the GOP "Contract with 
America." The 2nd District con- 
gressman says Republicans arc de- 
livering on the promises they made 
during the fall campaign. 

The result, Crapo said, is tough 
anti-crime legislation, tighter bud- 
gets. and less federal interference 
with States Rights. 

Congressman Crapo said Republi- 
can reforms will improve the nation 
- unless President Clinton gets in the 
way. 

"If the president doesn't veto these 
bills, we're going to change the 
course of this country. And if he 


does veto them, we're going to 
change the president of this coun- 
try," Crapo said, pointing toward 
1996. 

While much of their time was 
spent reporting on GOP congression- 
al triumphs, Craig and Crapo also 
addressed plans to bring 1,800 ship- 
ments of spent nuclear fuel into the 
Gem State. 

Crapo said Congress may act to 
keep waste from being sent to Idaho 
and other temporary storage cites. 

Legislation crafted by Rep. Fred 
Upton of Michigan would force the 
Department of Energy to store nucle- 
ar waste in New Mexico - until a 
permanent repository cite at Yucca 
Mountain, Ncw?Mcxico is opened, 
Crapo noted.

Prosecutor shows 
cap, glove to jury

LOS ANGELES — In a care- 
fully orchestrated moment of high 
drama os the fourth week of testi- 
mony ended in the OJ. Simpson 
murder trial, prosecutors on 
Friday presented the blue knit cap 
and dark-colored glove found 
near Ronald Goldman’s body. 

Much described, but never 
before seen in court, the key evi- 
dence was the last thing jurors 
saw before heading off for three 
days until court resumes Tuesday. 

Prosecutors dragged out the 
suspense of unveiling the first 
physical evidence presented at the 
trial. First producing a cardboard 
box, they then borrowed the 
judge's Swiss army pockctknifc 
to remove the seal and pulled out 
two brown paper bags, each con- 
taining a manila envelope. 

No one in the courtroom where 
Simpson faces charges of murder- 
ing his ex-wife, Nicole Brown 
Simpson, and her friend, 
Goldman, had yet been told what 
was inside the worn envelopes. 


After prosecutor Marcia Clark 
donned clear rubber gloves, she 
pulled out the knit cap and dark- 
colored leather glove. 

A designer logo could be seen 
printed in regular patterns on the 
glove. The jurors leaned over 
intently to look. 

As the cap was held up, OJ. 
Simpson turned to his attorney, 
Robert Shapiro, and appeared to 
say the words, “That looks too 
small for me.” 

As provided by law, Simpson 
was allowed to examine the glove 
and cap, but the jury and the pub- 
lic had already been removed 
from the courtroom. 

Prosecutors charge that 
Simpson dropped the glove at the 
crime scene after cutting his left 
hand, then fled dripping blood 
from his middle finger next to his 
own bloody foot tracks. 

A matching glove at Simpson's 
estate was found six hours later 
by Detective Mark Fuhrman, 
whom defense attorneys have 
accused of planting the evidence 
’ out of racial animosity. 


GOP calls for resignation 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Eighty-two 
Republican members of the House arc 
calling for the immediate resignation of 
the American Bar Association's presi- 
dent for referring to some members of 
Congress as “reptilian bastards.” 

In a letter to ABA President George 
Bushnell, a Detroit lawyer, the GOP 
members called his phrase ”a repre- 
hensible and unforgivable insult" to 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich and 
other Republicans. 

At the ABA’s national convention in 
Miami, Bushnell last week labeled as 


“reptilian bastards” those in Congress 
seeking to slosh funding for the Legal 
Services Corp., v^hich helps the poor 
with some legal problems.

He called the controver- 
sy regrettable, but said his “strong and 
passionate" remarks 'Sverc aimed only 
at those who would blithely eliminate 
or restrict funding for the Legal 
Services Corp., thereby denying mil- 
lions of Americans the dignity of jus- 
tice.”

ATLANTA (AP) — Nearly one- 
third of- Americans say they have 
changed their sex lives to avoid 
AIDS, including using condoms 
more and sleeping around less. 
Some, according to the survey, have 
given up sex entirely. 

Even those at extremely low risk 
of getting the disease are being more 
careful, though the researchers found 
that people with the greatest chance 


of AIDS arc .doing the most to pro- 
tect themselves. "People respond to 
the idea that sex is potentially a life 
or death decision,” said Joel A. Fein- 
leib of the University of Chicago. 

The findings on sex in the age of 
AIDS arc based on newly analyzed 
data from the National Health and 
Social Life Survey, the largest ran- 
dom survey ever conducted of 
American sexuality.

State and Utah County'cco- 
nomic-devclopment officials 
are scrambling to meet 
Monday’s deadline to present 
their proposed 1 economic 
incentive package to get 
Micron Technology's planned 
SI.

"Micron wants our proposal 
by Monday afternoon,” said 
Joe Jenkins, executive director 
of the Utah Department of 
Community and Economic 
Development. "While that 
does put pressure on everyone, 
a lot of the stuff in the pack- 
age will be similar to what 
Payson was offering." 

Pay son had offered Micron 


an incentive package worth an 
estimated $60 million to S80 
-million, but last week -Micron — 
dropped the city from consid- 
eration due to problems at the 
proposed site. The Boise- 
based company said other 
sites in Utah County still were 
being considered. 

Julie, Nash, . a Micron 
spokeswoman, said economic 
incentives will play only a 
small role in the company's 
.search for a plant site. 

“Incentives are really only 
temporaiy," Nash said. “What 
is more important to us is hav- 
ing access to a good labor 
pool, particularly a pool of 
trained engineers." 

In addition to an adequate 
site — Micron wants approxi- 
mately a square mile of vacant 
land — the company also 
needs abundant water. The 
facility will use some 2 mil- 
lion gallons of groundwater a 
day.

I've been forced 
into n period of personal reconstniction, a 
stopover at a depot on the information 
railway, where I must rely on the media to 
bririg me news of what is happening in the 
world. 

Yes, I have been laid up, as they say, 
cut to the bone — and then some — ■ as I 
recover from total hip replacement 
surgery. This is a procedure 1 have 
contemplated for some time, having 
nursed an arthritic hip since my teen-age 
years. Now, I have a 'chance at 
something better, and the prospects are 
encouraging. 



1 call this a depot on the information 
railway because, like many of you, I am a 
, klutz when it comes to computers and their 
wide networks of information. So far, 1 am 
content to chug along on my narrow-gauge 
railway, reading press releases, a few 
newspapers, narrow-interest newsletters 
and the news I gel from television as the 
day and my enthusiasm fade into darkness 
and sleep. 

But during my time of reconstruction, it 
began to gnaw at me that the keepers of the 
news still have not figured out that religious 
figures hold enormous sway with very little 
scrutiny to keep them honest. Of course, 
mainstream reporters could access the 
influence from the religious right, but none 
takes the mission seriously. 

The result: Public news organizations ore 
usually caught off guard when someone of 
tiic stature of Dr. Henry Foster is suddenly 
and brutally attacked so soon after being 
nominated to replace Dr. Joycclyn Elders os 
the U.S. surgeon general. 

As this pummcling took place, I read and 
watched veteran commentators and 
, reporters wonder how such' an attack could 
happen so quickly and cut so deeply 
without the great news gatherers having a 
clue that it was going to happen. Suddenly 
congressmen jumped to their feet, arms 
waving wildly that such a man, a doctor 
who has performed 39 abortions, could be 
nominated to warn us about health risks. 

What reporters don’t seem to know is that 
those letters to congressmen are solicited 
through a vast network of charismatic 
religious figures, anti-abortion leaders and " 
; conservative hitmen who control airwaves, • 

• newspapers, propaganda machines and 
computer bulletin boards. And they all spew 
disgust with anyone who supports 
•homosexuals, pro-choice activists or 
moderates and liberals who live by principles 
that cherish progress and tolerance. 

The truth is, we live iri a political 
environment that is so polarized by 
conservative Christianity that any idea that 
can be construed to offer a pro-choice 
position or hints at the support of 
homosexuals is immediately attacked by the 
purveyors of right-wing public opinion. 

Molt of the reporters who try to shape 
our opinions would not be caught dead 
listening to Rush Limbaugh on the radio or 
watching the Rev. Pat Robertson on his 
infamous cable-television talk show. They 
watch each other, pat themselves on the 
back and hope the world will recognize 
them as brilliant. 

Meanwhile, the likes of Limbaugh and 
Robertson are already moving onto another,, 
issue or plotting to destroy another decent 
man or woman like Dr. Henry Foster. 

Further, Limbaugh and Robertson are the 
most public of the opinion makers within 
the Christian Conservative political wing. 
Their opinions can be sampled by tuning in 
a cable network or a for-profit radio station. 
Multiply them by thousands of small- 
audience radio preachers, evangelists with 
printing presses and fax machines, and 
pulpiteers who drive their congregations 
into hatred instead of love. 

Yes, they arc legion, and unless the 
mainstream media get with the program, 
realize the power and influence these people 
can rally and expose them with the same 
diligence they use to cover seats of 
government, the problem will plague us for 
years. No person or idea that can be linked 
to homosexuality or abortion will be able to 
gain credence. 

If editors honestly want to get the jump 
on the news for the next day, they should 
pull reporters out of state capitals, city halls 
and Washington, instead, they should hook 
them into computers, talk radio and cable 
television and subscribe to every 
conservative Christian newsletter available.

Book gives 
heavenly tips 
for business

BOCA RATON, Fla. — If Jesus Christ had 
been in today’s business world, he’d probably 
be on the cover of Business Week for his 
novel and energizing style of management. 
That style, after all, ignited a staff of 12 to 
change the world. 

That’s the idea espoused by author Laurie 
Beth Jones, a business consultant from San 
Diego, who has written "Jesus CEO: Using 
Ancient Wisdom for Visional Leadership” • 
(Hyperion, $ 16.95). 

You don’t even have to be a Christian to 
gain from the book, said Jones, who, although . 
a Christian herself, has stayed away from 
religious terms and looked at Jesus as a 
historical figure rather than a religious image. 

"I began to look at the premise that hero is a 
T man who had three years to train people, none 
of whom were divine, and those people went - 
on to change the world after he left ami they ' 
did it Working for free,” said Jones, 42, who 
came yp with the book’s idea 20 years ago. 

. “What did he do with these people to him 
them into lean, clean preaching machines? ... , 
I began to study it from that aspect and 
angle," she said.

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Prison visits lead to quick answer to prayers 


CHELYABINSK. Russia — 
'Screams came frorif inside a small 
metal cell in the large women’s 
prison in the south Urals. Then 
came the cry. 

“Americans, can you feel me 
hugging y ou throu gh this door?” 

Tnc voice came from Galya, a 
young inmate we had met two 
weeks earlier. She was in solitary 
confinement after trying to kill 
another prisoner with a hammer. 

We were not allowed to answer 
the question, nor let Galya know we 
had heard her. As we passed the 
rusty steel door, we brushed against 
it and were led away by two guards. 

Questioning the guards afterward, 
we were told Galya (an alias) had 
killed her grandmother with an ax. 
She chopped her grandmother’s 
head seven times. The eighth blow 
severed the old woman's head from 
her body. Galya received a sentence 
of eight years for each time the ax 
struck. At 23 years of age, the 
young woman would be in prison 
for 64 years. Galya would not 
receive additional time in jail for 
the latest attempted murder. 

The guards said they would be 
able to tell the prisoner we had been 
there when Galya was released from 
the metal cell.

The young lady had taught 
herself to speak British English 
through a correspondence course, so 
it had been easy to become her 
friend. There was no language 
barrier. We had met the prisoner the 
first time we visited the jail that 
houses more' than 2,000 women, 
plus a nursery for 35 babies bom to 
the women after they entered the 
facility. 

There is hope for Galya and 
others, because we have found the 
administrators and guards 
sympathetic and caring. 

One guard told us, “When I look- 
at the women, I always think 1 
could be in their place ifl had lived 
the way they had to when I grew 
up." 

The prison, though overcrowded, 
is well organized and very clean. 
We have been allowed one hour a 
week to tell the inmates about a 
God they knew nothing about. 

The prisoners attend our visits on 


a voluntary basis. At first, the 
-guards said we should expeefabout - 
30 women who might be interested 
in God. But they come by the 
hundreds, all crowding close to hear 
every word we say. 

We gave th em al l the Bibles we 

had and can still' see the 
outstretched, empty hands that we 
couldn't fill with a Bible. After we 
ran out of Bibles, we gave away all 
the small sticker pictures of Jesus 
that Magic Valley people had sent 
us (in answer to a request through 
77ie Times-News). 

After that, we gave away 500 
small gold stars. They disappeared 
in a few minutes. 

In a meeting with our guards, 
they told us, “We hope you won’t 
be discouraged, but some of the 
wbmen arc tearing pages out of 
those Bibles, rolling the paper 
tightly, and then trying to smoke 
(hem like a cigarette. Others arc 
using the pages in the toilet.” 

One of the guards added, “Some 
ore, but not all.” 

That was all we needed to hear. 
We were more determined than ever 
to tell these women about their 
“unknown God.” 

That’s when we were told not 'to 
return again. The former director 


had resigned and ajic w rep la ceme nt 
had forbidderi us .to come. We sadly 
told the women, who had gathered 
to hear our story about the good 
shepherd, that we wouldn’t be back. 
Tearfully, we all hugged and 
hugged, not knowing\,what else to 
“do. 

Before leaving the auditorium. I 
told the women that God would 
take care of them. The guards led us 
away, with the women reaching out 
for more hugs. 

We were praying ■ — hard. 

We were taken to the office 
where we leave our h'als and coats. 
The telephone was ringing. A guard 
answered it and handed the phone 
to our translator. 

After, a few minutes of 
conversation, all in Russian, the 
translator said, “It's settled, you can 
come back as often as you want to!" 

The guards were so surprised 
one of them said, “I didn't know 
your God answered your prayers 
so fast.”

DNA may help piece together scroll mystery

SAtT LAKE CITY — They coll 
them the Dead Sea Scrolls, but a more 
accurate description of what’s left to be 
deciphered of the ancient manuscripts 
would be the Dead Sea Fragments, 

For decades scholars have been 
trying to piece together tens of 
thousands of pieces of animal skins 
representing an unknown number of 
scrolls thut wcrc’port of the cache 
deposited in. the barren hills of the 
Judean desert. ' 

Now curators of the coveted scrolls, 
unable to match handwriting and 
parchment textures from a pile of 
remaining miscellaneous scraps, have 
enlisted the latest techniques for 
identifying DNA. 

They hope the relatively fledgling 
science will help solve the jigsaw 
puzzle and settle disputes about the 
origin of the scrolls. 

For nearly a year, a team of 
researchers in Jerusalem hnsHwen 
extracting' DNA from tiny scroll 
fragments to see if tbc notion o^using . 
genetic ‘code*, <jnn Ihdv 

manuscripts. 

So far work on the genetic makeup 
of 50 fragments has confirmed the 
belief the parchments arc made from 
thin sheets of goat or sheep skins. 

“We also have t) couple of others thpt 
arc different, They art^something elje 
... related to a gopt but not exactly that,” 
said Scott Woodward, a Brigham 
Young University microbiology, 
professor, speaking by phone from his 
temporary home in Jerusalem. 

Woodward, the DMA expert 
assigned to the scrolls research team 
working out of a Hebrew University 
lab, made headlines last year when he 
announced the first isolation of DNA 
from a dinosaur. He is confident his 
current project will benefit scholars . 
anxious to complete translation of the 
scrolls. 

But scholars, while excited about the 
prospects of another method of 
“objective” analysis of the scrolls, say 
DNA research isn't the final step in 
deciphering them. *•. t

I had recently heard of a 
popular singer who had, at the 
age of 44, given his life to 
serving Jesus. I began to speak to 
God, telling him that I, too, 
would give my life over to him 
when I turned 44. That was when 
it seemed as if God spoke to me, 
saying. “What makes you think 
that you will live to be 44?" Now 
that was something to. think 
about, though I was somewhat 
confident that 1 would live to 
100. 

Two days later, I was' traveling 
home from Pocatello (at about 2 
a.m.) after a night filled with 
music and a few drinks with 
friends at the bar. It seems 
strange that a non-Christian 
would turn to God and ask him 
for help, but that is exactly what 
1 did. As I headed onto the 
interstate, I prayed, "Lord Jesus, 
you know that I'm tired'and 1 
want to get home safely. Please 
protect me as 1 drive. Amen.” 

I immediately got up to a 
cruising speed in excess of 120 
miles per hour. After driving a 
considerable distance at that 
speed, I suddenly had the 
strangest inner sense that I had 
better slow down. As I slowed to 
100, then 90, then 80, down to 7Q 
and finally to 35 miles per hour, I 
kept sensing that God was 
speaking to me. compelling me 
to slow down. As I topped a hill 
near American Falls, I was 
shocked at the sight of a car 
traveling at a high rate of speed 
toward me in my lane of traffic! I 
veered off into the emergency 
area on. the right side of the 
freeway as the other car zoomed 
past. 

Through God’s grept grace, he 
had spared me from whijl I really 
deserved. At that moment, I once 
again heard those' words, as if 
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they were audible, “What makes 
you think you will live to be' 
44?" 

Later that day, 1 “just 
happened" to meet the pastor of a 
local church who. told me how 1 
could be bam again. I began my 
life as a Christian.

obodDhe world"- at Jhc time the scrolls 
wore written, said Hcrshcl Shanks, 
editor of the Biblical Archaeological 
Review in Washington. D.C. 

Discovered in the eaves at Qumran 
near the Dead Sea, the scrolls have 
been dated to between 150 B.C. and 50 
A.D. As the only religious texts known 
to exist that were produced during the 
lime of Jesus, their contents arc of 
extraordinary interest to scholars 
seeking to understand the origins of 
Christianity and ^relationship to 
Jewish beliefs. 

Some 800 scrolls from the more 
intact portions have been identified, but 
thousands of fragments from “Cave 4" 
have vexed the select number of 
scholars allowed to examine them. 

"We should just be gmteful for any 
infoimation because it is really difficult 
to try and piece these texts together. 


We could be creating documents that 
never existed,” said James Vender Kam. 
professor of Hebrew scriptures at Notre 
Dame University and a member of the 
editorial team appointed to officially 
publish the manuscripts. 

That’s the contention of scholars 
who claim some manuscripts cobbled 
together by handwriting and parchment 
analysis arc fragments from several 
different sources. 

Another dispute the DNA findings 
could settle is where the scrolls 
originated. Some believe they were the 
writings of a Jewish sect called the 
Esscncs, who were secluded in the 
Dead Sea region. Others hold that the 
texts were compiled in Jerusalem and 
represent literature from a variety of 
locations throughout ancient Palestine. 

"It’s an important point because if 
they arc just Esscnc productions they 


have less significance in 
understanding the thought of that 
period," said Michael Wise, a 
specialist in Aramaic at the 
University of Chicago who has 
published four books on the scrolls. 

Woodward said determining the 
geographic origin of scraps of 
parchment will be difficult, but 
possible. 

Researchers dissolve a piece of 
parchment the size of a paper punch in 
a solution that isolates the DNA — the 
chemical molecule that holds the 
genetic code for a species. That can be 
compared to DNA extracted from 
animal bones found at archaeological 
sites in Israel. 

“We should be able to group scrolls 
or pieces of parchment together as 
coming from the same location in 
ancient Israel,” Woodward said 


Tithing change hurts Worldwide Church 

PASADENA, Calif. — The Worldwide Church of God told its members tithing 
was voluntary, not God’s command as previously believed, and they listened. 

A month later, the church is facing its toughest financial crisis in its 61 years. 

The doctrinal shift, announced in January, caused an immediate 30 percent drop 
in income, the Pasadena Star-News reported. The church claims 92,000 members 
in more than 1 10 countries. 

I'.' The free magazine Plain Truth will lose half its 1.5 million worldwide 
circulation, said spokesman Tom Lapacka. The church may even sell its 56-acre 
headquarters in Pasadena, said treasurer Steve Andrews, and some of the 708 jobs 
here may be cut. Church-supported Ambassador University, with on enrollment 
over 1,100, also faces cuts. 

Founded in 1933, lJ)t£rotestant church grew quickly under the leadership of 
Herbert W. Armstrong, - lenftwn for his “The World Tomorrow" radio and television 
programs.

Couple search back to biblical times for ancient Hebrew recipes Book-

Cvia and Tibor Rodin thought it 
would be fun to research and write a 
book about recipes from Bible timqs — 
so they did it. Both are natives of Israel. 
Cvia had taught Bible for many years, 
she said, and her husband has a Ph.D, 
in political science and a great interest 
in Biblical history. 

"I wrote the book because 1 was 
challenged to do it. 1 couldn’t find any 
other book so close to the source," Cvia 
said. They wanted to create a book 


with recipes using foods that existed in 
Israel during the time of the Old 
Testament. "The idea was, to go back 
and sec what were the ancient people 
eating," Cvia said. 

One inspiration: Since people lived a 
long, I6ng time back then, the Rodins 
wanted to see what the Hebrews were 
eating that apparently was conducive to 
long life. Of course, the lifestyle was 
very active then, too. 

“You'd be surprised how much the 
food didn't change," Cvia said. Many 
of the foods mentioned were the same 
ones the Rodins ate when they lived in 


Israel. In deciding which recipes to use. 
they tried to make sure Americans 
would be able to find the listed 
ingredients. 

After about two years of research 
and six months of writing, the couple, 
had their book ready. Daughter Tali, a 
newspaper artist at the Tallahassee 
(Fla.) Democrat, drew the cover, and 
son Moses, at Gallery Graphics, 
published it, with the title “King 
Solomon's Feast — Culinary Delights 
from the Cuisine of Biblical Israel." 

Cvia discovered that beans were well 
thought of in biblical times. One Bible 


story tells how Daniel went to the king 
and told him to order his soldiers to c^. 
beans for strength: Breads were tr: 
central part of diets, but the ancients 
couldn't go the grocery store and buy a 
packet of active dry yeast. They made a 
mixture of flour and water, which can 
ferment and mast be caught at the right 
moment to be used in raising dough.

Jones divides.Jcs|^ji> 4 ^ni|ement 
skills into three 'cirtcnbri'jffi self- 
mastery skills — knowing 'wno you 
arc and your natural gifts; action skills 
— being willing to move forward 
without someone else; and „ 
relationships. The reason Jesus was so 
successful, Jones said, was that he 
gave people a vision. 

In fact, one of her main messages is 
for managers to look at the way Jesus 
motivated his staff to accomplish tasks 
by giving them “a vision of something 
larger than themselves." 

“When Jesus selected his staff he 
didn’t say, ‘Follow me and I will 
increase your net, worth 6.5 percent.-*—- 
He said, ’Follow me and I will make 
you fishers of men.”’ 

Similarly, managers would benefit 
by motivating employees by making . 
them feel like part of a larger mission, 
pin of a team, rather than pushing the 
individual benefits of the job, she said. . 

So, whether you. arc building a 
bridge, a highway, a computer system 
or an organization, you should 
emphasize “this is what we arc going 
to do together” and “this is how others 
will benefit from our work,” she said. 

Pat Williams, general manager of 
thii Orlando Magic, is one of a few 
executives to get an advance copy. 

"I found it interesting. What she 
really did was open your eyes to the 
scriptures and how you can use it in 
your daily business life,” Williams 
said. “She shows that Jesus managed 
with a compassion and sensitivity to 


people, and that has real application 
and is sound advice." 

Bill Mitchell Jr., a realtor with J.C. 
Mitchell & Sons in Boca Raton, Fla.„ 
said that Jesus is one of his role 
models. By helping others, os Jesus 
did, he has improved his business, he 
said. 

“One of the areas that has helped me 
is his whole concept of leadership is 
serving.” said Mitchell. “One of the 
very practical things he taught was that 
to be a leader you have to be a 
servant." ' 

But Herb Gimelstob, manager of 
one of the largdt real estate companies 
in Florida, thinks the idea is absurd. 

"I think ifs good if you’re a priest, 
or if you’re a monsignor it probably 
works," said Gimelstob. “But it’s 
probably ludicrous and I wonder if this 
woman has ever had her head 
examined." " 

It’s too early to say how well the 
book will do in business circles.

Food, fuel 
reach 
Bosnia 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Hcrzegov- 
ina (AP) — A lull in fighting 
allowed new convoys to reach the 
hungry in northwestern Bosnia, but 
U.N. officials warned Friday that 
both sides showed signs of prepar- 
ing for fresh battles. 

U.N. officials reported only spo- 
radic shelling overnight in the 
volatile Bihac enclave in the north- 
west. where fighting persists despite 
a Jan. 1 truce. But around Vclika 
Kladusa, stronghold of renegade 
Muslims fighting the Muslim-led 
government’s forces, they recorded 
347 detonations between Thursday 
and Friday morning. 

The Bosnian Serb news agency 
SRNA said government troops 
attacked Vclika Kladusa with mor- 
tars and infantry. The Muslim rene- 
gades arc allied with the Bosnian 
Serbs. 

The United Nations said the 
clashes subsided around noon. 

The fighting followed a lull of 
several days that has permitted 
international aid agencies to trans- 
port aid to the region. 


Terrorism foe 
jailed in probe 


MADRID, Spain (AP) — The 
former head of the government’s 
nntj-terrorism program, implicated 
in a probe of illegal death squads, 
was jailed Friday. 

A judge questioned Rafael Vera 
for nearly five hours Thursday 
night before ordering his indefinite 
detention. He has not been charged. 

Vera was the former Interior 
Ministry security chief, responsible 
for combatting violence by Basque 
separatists seeking independence in 
northern Spain. He resigned in early 
1994 for unrelated reasons. 

Four other former security oflfi- 
cinls arc already in prison as part of 
the investigation into the shadowy 
Anti-Terrorist Liberation Groups, 
known as GAL. Between 1983 and 
1986, the GAL were blamed for the 
killings in France of 23 people 
whom it claimed were linked to the 
armed Basque separatist group 
ETA. Many of the GAL victims 
were later shown to have no connec- 
tions with the separatist movement. 


Riots force 
schools to close 


GABORONE, Botswana (AP) — 
The failure of police to catch the 
killers of a teen-age girl whose mutil- 
inted body. was found in November 
has prompted the worst unrest in 
Botswana in nearly three decades. 

Stone-throwing crowds prevented 
motorists Friday from entering the 
central business district Riot police 
fired tear gas and rubber bullets to 
disperse student demonstrators, and 
most entrances to the city were 
manned by police. 

High schools and the university 
in the capital were closed. President 
Kctumilc Masitj convened an 
emergency Cabinet meeting. 

In Mochudi, the village 25 miles 
outside Gaborone where the girl was 
murdered, riot police stormed a school 
and clubbed students, the South 
African Press Association reported. 
Several were hospitalized, including a 
blind boy, the news agency said. 


Particle physics lab 
sabotaged by worker 


GENEVA (AP) — An employee of 
the world's largest particle physta lab 
has sabotaged a huge particle acceler- 
ator, which could delay scores of 
experiments by scientists from around 
the world, a spokesman said Friday. 

A French technician at the 
European Particle Physics Laboratory 
cut cables last weekend and tore away 
1 ,300 electronic modules from a com- 
mand system for the lab's accelerator, 
called a proton synchrotron. 

The synchrotron is central to all the 
lab’s experiments. It is iscd to fire beams 
of subatomic particles at each other, 


cd at the beginning of the umvenc.

FILER - Plans for a new Filer high 
school appear to be going for a rocky ride. 

Delays in submitting a completed design 
to the Department of Labor and Industrial 
Services and debates over expensive addi- 
tions have added months to the project. 

"Under the best scenario, we were to 
sum building last fall," said School Board 
member David Rnmscycr. Now, an opti- 
mistic projection is April, he said. 

If construction doesn't begin before 
July, the new school may not open Sept. I, 
1996 as planned. And the delays and 
changes may add $500,000 to the school’s 
original S4.8 million cost estimate. 

More than 40 parents and long-range 
planning committee members packed an 
emergency meeting Friday, which at times 
turned contentious. 


Steer clear 


"The hold-up is nobody had dotted their 
i’s and crossed their tVsaid Lone Kruse, 
a member of the long-range planning com- 
mittee. She accused board members of 
withholding information that might have 
painted a more accurate picture. 

“We were assured, 'trust us, it'll be all 
right,’” she said. 

Superintendent Bill Feusahrens said the 
board had been up-front with the issues. 
Critics* complaints are "amorphous" and 
“hard to pin down,” he said. 

Wayne Larsen, building division admin- 
istrator for the suite, says other schools arc 
in the same plight as Filer. 

"There's - a massive demand for schools 
and we don’t have enough staff to 
approve the buildings, he said. Two men 
inspect design proposals for all public 
buildings in the state, including schools, 
post offices, county offices and police 
departments.

Instead of sending a completed architec- 
tural design to the stale department in 
October, he gave them nn unfinished 
design. It was promptly sent back. ‘ 

"Part of the profession includes making 
a proper plan submittal," Larsen said. In 
the past, they would recommend changes 
to the architect, a policy he said led to 
them being “used and abused." 

On Wednesday, building plan inspectors 
sent a list of 28 changes that need approval 
before Filer officials can ask for bids for 
the project. 

; The most expensive change is adding on 


elevator in the mezzanine of the gym, so 
that people in wheelchairs can watch 
games from the balcony - at an estimated 
S50.000 - which the state department said 
complies with ftic Americans with 1 
Disabilities Act. 

“They arc interpreting the ADA require- 
ments os requiring access for people with

High court rejects Killinger appeal

BOISE - The Idaho Legislature 
specifically exempted some drug-sell- 
ing charges from protections against 
double jeopardy, the Idaho Supreme 
Court says. 

The court on Friday unanimously 
rejected an appeal from Daniel C. 
Killinger in a Twin Falls County drug 
ease. Killinger was sentenced to a fixed 
10 years in prison, with up to five years 
additional after he completes the 10- 
ycar term, for six drug counts. . 

Some counts alleged that Killinger 
sold drugs in the presence of a minor. 
He claimed that charging him for that 
crime, plus regular charges for drug 
dealing, was double jeopardy. 

The court said the Legislature direct- 
ed that any criminal charge involving 


drug sales while a minor was present 
would be in' addition to other criminal 
charges. 

The Supreme Court said the sentence 
was not excessive, considering that 
Killinger was addicted to cocaine, 
committed other crimes to support his 
habit and "put an infant at risk by sell- 
ing illegal drugs while the infant was 
present.” 

In another decision released Friday, 
the Supreme Court ordered a jury's, 
verdict . reinstated in a Minidoka 
County personal-injury lawsuit. 

Joio and Leobardo Vega sued their 
employer. Brad Ncibour, for injuries 
Viga said he suffered from Ncibaur's 
farm equipment. 

The jury ’returned a verdict of 
S30.000 for the Vegas und.-said Jose 
Vega was' 35 percent responsible. 


which would have reduced the award 
by that -amount. 

Before the jury left the room, the 
foreman said the jury made a mistake 
in its calculations. The judge asked if 
there were objections to having the 
jury refigurc the amount and there were 
none. 

The jury then returned a verdict of 
$46,000. After reducing the amount 
for Vega’s comparative negligence, 
the judge entered an order for 
$29,900. 

The court later granted Ncibaur's 
motion to go back to the original gross 
amount, $30,000. 

The Supreme Court ruled that since 
Ncibaur didn’t object at the time to the 
jury going back to bring in a new judg- 
ment, he couldn’t later object to the 
amount. 


Rate hike will turn up price of electricity 

But residents and companies have until Tuesday to protest increase

TWIN FALLS - Time is running 
short for residents or companies to 
appeal the rate increase approved last 
month for Idaho Power Co. 

The $17.2 million hike in power 
bills was OK'd Jan. 31 by the Idaho 
Public Utilities Commission and took 
effect Feb. I. But state law allows 
anyone 21 days to appeal the increase. 
Appeals must be sent to the Public 
Utilities Commission and postmarked 
by Tuesday. 

Commission spokesman Gary 
Richardson said anyone can submit a 
petition Tor reconsideration who can 
show grounds that the rate increases arc 
unreasonable, unlawful or erroneous. 

“It can’t be, ‘Gcq, 1 don’t like this 
rate increase',’" Richardson said. "This 
is not an undertaking to be taken 
lightly." 

Idaho Power officials had wanted to 
up its electric rates by $37 million, or 

9.1 percent. The $17.2 million raise 
represents an overall rate increase of 

4.2 percent. 

Residential customers will be hit 
with a 7.2 percent increase in their 
bills. A homeowner who uses 1,200 
kilowatt-hours of electricity each 
month will see his efr her monthly

Bankers score a win 
in school bond debate 


BOISE (AP) — Bankers have 
— won 'a~round iir what’s turning into- 
a bitter battle in the Idaho 
Legislature over the ability of 
school districts to sell bonds 
through negotiation instead of pub- 
lic sale. 

The House Revenue and Taxation _ 

Committee on Friday voted intro- 
duction of a bill to allow districts to 
use negotiated sales of their bonds, 
with amendments pushed by 
bankers to require districts to use 
financial advisors if they plan a 
negotiated sale. 

Sponsors said the legislation was 
designed to prevent the possibility 
of "sweetheart” deals in bond sales 
that give underwriters or others big 
profits at the expense of taxpayers. 

Similar legislation passed the 
Legislature last year but was vetoed 
by ihcn-Gov. Cecil Andrus. 

Rep. Mark Stubbs, R-Twin Falls, 
said he liked the idea of allowing 
negotiated bond sales, but opposed 
a provision requiring school dis- 
tricts to hire financial advisors .for 
such sales. 

Opponents of the bill argued it 
was an ^effort by the bankers to 
"carve out a niche" that only they 
could fill. 

As the measure was amended, if a 
district decides to sell bonds 
through negotiation it must hire a 
financial advisor who could not 
later become the underwriter. 
Witnesses said that hiring bond 
experts can cost from a few thou- 
sand dollars to $10,000, dejwnding 



on the size of the sale. 

The bill would require the district 
and the financial advisor to state ini 
writing why they went to a negotiat-! 
ed sale, and that report must be! 
made public. 

Bob Hideman of West One Bank 
said school districts need financial 
advisors when negotiating bond 
sales, and praised the provisiorfTor- 
bidding an advisor from later under- 
writing thebonds. j 

\ “It will stop the sweetheart deals j 
and keep the financial advisors on! 
the side of the school districts,” said 
Jim Wriglcy of First Security. 

Stubbs said if the Legislature says 
school districts must hire financial 
ndvisers, "We arc saying we don't 
trust the schools boards and the 
issuers to make the decisions. I 
think'thc Safeguards are there 
already.” 

But Stubbs acknowledged most 
districts probably will hire financial 
advisors anyway, even if they are 
not required. - 

The vote was 16-4 to introduce 
the bill with the amendments pre- 
pared by the bankers. Stubbs and 
Republicans Hilde Kellogg, Frank 
Brunccl and Tim Ridinger voted' 
against. ;

BOISE - The impact fees used 
in Ada County since 1992 to tax 
new construction could spread to 
the Magic Valley nnd the rest of 
the state. 

A House subcommittee on 
Friday approved legislation that 
would allow all counties, not just 
the state's largest, to use impact 
fees to pay for facilities required 
by growth. > 

Competing legislation, 
designed to tax new hbmes and 
apartments to pay fpr schools, 
was rcjcctccf by n subcommittee 
of the House Revenue nnd 
Taxation Committee. 

Local civic leaders in the 
Magic Valley have tried during 
the past few years to persuade 
legislators to expand impact fees 
outside Ada County. 

The Twin Falls Area Chamber 
of Commerce supports the elimi- 
nation of the existing requirement 
that a county have a population 
exceeding 200,000 to impose 
growth-related fees on new 
development. 

“It is increasingly difficult for 
local units of government to 
absorb growth costs, and there is 
a feeling that new developments 
in a community should be 
assessed fees on items directly 
related to the costs of developing 
properties," reads a chamber poli- 
cy statement for the 1995 


Legislature. 

Twin Falls County 
Commissioner Brent Rcinkc said 
Friday he was surprised to learn 
that the Legislature was consider- 
ing a broader impact-fee law. 

"It’s something we’re going to 
have to look at ... to sec what it 
means - to sec how it shakes 
out," Rcinkc said. 

He said he wants to know 
whether dairies or housing con- 
struction would be affected by 
the proposed fees. Facing a new 3 
percent cap on annual budget 
increases, Rcinkc said the’ county 
certainly would be willing to seek 
out other ways to fund necessary 
infrastructure improvements. 

A hearing before the House 
subcommittee produced a split 
between city and county associa- 
tions, which endorsed the bill, 
and business interests, which 
opposed it. 

Susan Rowe, a representative 
of Micron Technology Inc., said 
her fast-growing microchip man- 
ufacturing company paid a total 
of SI. 2 million in 1994 to the 
Ada County Highway District. 
"There have not been significant 
improvements in our area,” paid 
by the highway district, she said. 

Any road improvements in the 
area of Micron's headquarters on 
the outskirts of Boise have been 
paid by the state Transportation 
Department or private interests, 
she said. 

"It is increasingly difficult to 


see the relationship between the 
fees we pay and the benefits we 
receive,” Rowe said. 

She said that in 1994, Micron 
paid S624.000 in road impact fees 
to the highway district. Of the 
company’s $9.4 million in prop- 
erty taxes, S566.000 went to the 
highway district. The company 
also paid SI 9.2 million in Idaho 
income tax, she said. 

The full Revenue nnd Taxation 
Committee will act on the legisla- 
tion later. The subcommittee 
voted to reject a bill sponsored by 
Rep. Milt Erhart, R-Boise, 
proposing a tax of up to $875 on 
new homes or apartments to 
finance school construction. 

He said it was not an impadt 
fee, but other witnesses said nb 
matter ^vhat Erhart called it, it 
still was an impact fee. 

"If we arc going to hold down 
property taxes, we somehow have 
to come up with a way to pay for 
school construction,” Erhart said., 

Forrest Goodrum, attorney the 
Idaho Building Contractors 
Association, called Erhart' s pro-^ 
posnl "conceptually and legally 
flawed" and a lobbyist for 
Realtors said Erhart’s plan would 
odd to the cost of a new home. 

Sharon Ullman of Meridian 
said Erhart’s proposal would help 
pay for new schools. To critics 
who said the Erhart bill would 
add to housing costs, she said, “A 
brand new home is not a necessi- 
ty. They con pay for it." 


Resolution could crimp initiatives

TWIN FALLS - If House Joint 
Resolution 10 becomes law, Idaho 
voters won't be able to use the ini- 
tiative process to regulate fish and 
wildlife, or mining, grazing, and 
agriculture. 

The bill would limit the initia- 
tive process, whereby state resi- 
dents can propose and pass legis- 
lation without the help of the 
Legislature. 

Only politicians'and govern- 
ment agencies would be able to 
regulate water and other naturnl 
resources in the Gem State. 

That sounds pretty good to 
Joyce Johannsen and others who 
attended a town hall meeting in 
Gooding Friday night. They 
argued the legislation is needed to 
keep radical environmentalists and 
animal-rights activists in check. 

Johannsen said she’s fighting to 
preserve Idaho's way of life. 
"There's a lot of radicals we've 
got out there,” she said. 

And she has a powerful ally in 
House Speaker Michael Simpson, 
R-Blackfoot, ,thc resolution’s 
spgpsor. If HJR 10 gets two-thirds 
support in the Legislature - and is 
passed by voters in November of 
1996*- voters will disfranchise 
•themselves on these issues. 

But stute Sen. Clint Stennett, D- 
Kctchum, and stale Rep. -Wendy 
Joquet, D-Kctchum, told 25 
Gooding residents that they hope 
to narrow the bill to protect just 
hunters nnd outdoorsmen. 

Some, including Fred Brossy of 
Shoshone, say the measure is on 
attack on the initiative process, a 


process created by the populist 
movement of the 1890’s. 

“It’s pretty scary when you start 
taking away the Democratic 
process," Brossy said. 

Another mnn, Bob Mufflcy of 
Wendell, questioned whether it is 
right to kick any one group out of 
the initiative process. , ' 

“Once you take away someone 
clsc’s right to do something, you 
take away your right to do some- 
thing, so 1 think you have to look 
at this very, very cnrcfully," he 
said. 

But Stennett and others said 
they take the threat from the anti- 
hunting lobby quite seriously. 

"My position is: Jf you have to 
give up hunting or the initiative 
process. I’d give up the initiative 
process, but I don’t think that's 
the ease,” he said. 

Legislation can be drafted that 
exempts fish and wildlife issues 
from the initiative process, but 
doesn’t make all' natural 
resources off-limits to Idaho vot- 
ers, he said. 

“That’s the fundamental flnw 
with this - if there is one. It's too 
broad,” Stennett said. 

But Johannsen said lobbyists for ' 
Idaho cattlemen, mining groups, 
and farmers want to sec the legis- 
lation pass. Her husband Bill 
Johannsen, president of the State 
Hounds Association, said the nat- 
ural resources lobbies and hunters 
are working together on the issue, 
and said it would be wrong to. 
abandon them. 

But many others said they’d be 
willing to support a constitutionaL 
amendment thnt only covers fish 
and wildlife initiatives. 


Stennett promised to pushtfor 
such legislation, saying he hopes 
to protect hunting and natural 
resources. But if his legislation 
fails, he said he’s inclined to back 
Simpson’s bill. 

Jaquet said she supports 
Stennett, but she’s uncertain how 
she’d vqjp on Simpson’s proposal, 
But staiyRep. Tim Ridinger, R- 
Shoshonc, is solidly behind HJR 
10 . 

Hunting and natural resources 
decisions, Ridinger said, are 
"decisions that should be made on 
facts - not- emotion.” The first- 
term Republican warned that out- 
of-staters with deep pockets may 
use "false advertising” and mud- 
slinging to fool Idaho voters. This 
legislation, Ridinger suggested, 
would help Idaho avoid such per- 
ils. . 

Ridinger said he’s already 
received 400 or 500 calls back- - 
ing HJR 10: most of them from 
hunters but also a number from 
the Idaho agriculture industry. 

But two conservatives who 
haven’t called Ridinger arc anti- 
tax. activist Ron Rankin and anti- 
gay rights activist Kelly Walton of 
Burley. 

Whlton,- who* sponsored 
Proposition I last fall, says HJR. 
10 would "pave the way for addi- 
tional erosion of this precious 
right handed down to the people 
by Idaho’s founding fathers.” „ . 

“The more I analyze this billj 
the more I am convinced that a 
handful of well meaning hunters 
arc being used to eliminate the ini- 
tiative process in the name of pro- 
tecting” hunting, Walton said in. a 
letter to Idaho legislators. :

Nebraska senator 
“predicts Micron 
won’t go to Omaha 

LINCOLN, Neb. (AP) — A sena- 
tor from Omaha predicts that a high- 
ly touted computer manufacturing 
company won't build a proposed 
SI .3 billion plant near Omaha. 

“I'll bet you $50 that Micron is 
not coming to Omaha,” Sen. Ernie 
Chambers told Omaha colleague 
Sen. Eric Will during floor debate 
on three economic incentive bills. 

“You're gonna grovel and give 
away everything wc have,” 
Chambers said Thursday. “You’re 
giving away the state’s integrity, its 
dignity,” 

The chief sponsor of the three 
bills aimed at sweetening the-pol for 
Micron Technology Inc., Speaker of 
the Legislature Ron Withcm of 
Papillion, said he's pleased with 
signs of progress he saw dpring the 
vote on two amendments offered to 
one of the bills. Each amendment 
mustered only 1 1 affirmative votes. 

At issue was Eddyville Sen. Jim 
Jones' attempt to restrict a zoning 
provision of the bill from 10 miles 
to two miles. The amendment failed 
11*32. A Coordscn amendment to 
increase the number of jobs needed 
to qualify for the tax breaks and 
other incentives failed 1 1-22. 

“I think wc found out that there's 
probably 10 or 11 senators who 
aren't supporting the bills,” Withcm 
said. “And, we had a good discus- 
sion of the issues." 

Omaha is one of three finalists for 
the new plant. Oklahoma City and 
Utah County, Utah, are the other 
two finalists. Micron is expected to 
select a site for its proposed plant by 
March 1. 

The bills comprise the bait aimed 
at luring Micron or any other com- 
pany that would agree to invest at 
least $50 million and employ at least 
500 people. 

A staunch opponent of the bills 
admitted the Legislature probably 
will pass the tax breaks and other 
incentives. 

After more than an hour of debate 
. Thursday on an amendment to the 
first bill (LB830), opponent Sen. 
George Coordscn of Hebron said, 
“It’s apparent the die has been cast" 
in favor of the supporters. 

Opponents of the Micron bills 
“arc just lobbing hand grenades 
right now," said Will, who supports 
the bills. Will predicted the bills will 
ultimately pass, but not without pro- 
tracted debate. 

A prominent part of Micron’s 
final decision may be based on the 
strength of economic development 
packages offered by the three final- 
ist states. 

Nebraska lawmakers are meeting 
in half-day sessions until March 22 
and are expected tb consider the 
bills until they move through three 
rounds of floor debate. 

The bills: 

■ (LB830) would let a company 
use property tax they would have 
paid for 15 years to pay for their 
projects. That’s tax increment 
financing. 

’ * (LB 829) would let companies 
keep income taxes their employees 
would have paid the state for 10 
years and use the funds for training 
or other purposes. 

•(LB828) would allow Nebraska’s 
public power districts to provide rate 
breaks to companies that use large 
amounts of electricity. “** 


Judge rules accused killer classified 
as juvenile will face trial as an adult

BURLEY - When the elemen- 
tary school under construction in 
• southeast Burley fs completed this 
spring, two other elementary 
schools in the Cassia County 
School District will in effect 
become surplus property. 

The School-Board, during its 
monthly meeting Thursday 
announced plans to put the proper- 
ties - Southwest and Overland ele- 
mentary schools - up for bid. 

In addition, seven acres of farm- 
land, complete with Burley 
Irrigation District water, as well as 
the old Dcclo High" School vo-ng 
shop, will also be put to bid. 

Bid openings will be April 7. 

As a precursor to the bid, district 
officials have obtained market esti- 
mates for the properties. 

Estimates of Southwest 
Elementary’s selling price ranged 
from $80,000 to $140,000, and esti- 
mates of what the Overland 
Elementary property could bring 
ranged from $40,000 to $200,000. 

Estimates assume the school 
buildings are leveled. 

Bruce Nelson, marketing special- 
ist for Pricc-Poulton & Co., one of 
three who submitted estimates, said 
it was “fairly remote” that a compa- 
ny would want to move into one of 
the aging buildings, both arc about 
75 years o ld. 

Hc”said the buildings were func- 


tionally obsolete, and that if a com- 
pany were to'rcmodcl the building 
before moving in. they would by 
law have to bring the structure tip to 
present building codes, which 
would be expensive. 

JJclson said the Southwest 
Elementary location's most likely 
use would be residential construc- 
tion, while commercial buildings 
will probably be the prime use for 
the land on which Overland 
Elementary now stands, ^ 

Board members can reject all bids 
on the properties. District Attorney 
Dougins Whipple said the proper- 
ties can’t be sold for below their 
appraised value. 

In other business, Superintendent 
Everett Howard said construction 
on the ncw.elementary school is 
going wdTTTlc reported that negoti- 
ationrarc underway to settle a dis- 
agreement regarding the sprinkling 
system. 

Fire inspectors arc asking that the 
district install sprinklers which 
would disperse dry fire retardent 
under the two-foot long eaves of the 
school. Howard said he understood 
the sprinklers wouldn't be required 
. unless the caves were longer than 
four feet. 

The district would be required to 
shell out an additional $17,600 if it 
is required to install the sprinklers, 
Howard said. 

He said the district is shooting for 
a May 1 completion date for the

BURLEY - A 20-ycar-old man 
who was classified a juvenile at the 
local jail will be resentenccd as an 
adult for the 1992 killing of a 
Heybum man. 

Fifth District Judge George 
Granata Jr. ruled this month in a court 
order that Abel Larios, 20, of Burley, 
should be sentenced os on adult. 

Larios was convicted of killing 21- 
y car-old Juan Ramos by shooting him 
through the head with a .45-caliber 
handgun. In a 1992 trial, Larios - 
then 17 - pleaded guilty to voluntary 
manslaughter, admitting he shot 
Ramos. 

But last April, the Idajio Supreme 


Court ruled unanimously that Larios’ 
sentence of eight to 1 6 years in the 
penitentiary was invalid. The high 
court said that Larios could be sen- 
tenced os on adult for the crime, but 
only after a special hearing to deter- 
mine if there arc grounds to treat him 
os an adult. 

Last spring, Larios was sent to the 
Mini-Cassia Criminal Justice Center 
after the Supreme Court's decision. 
He was treated as a juvenile, despite 
having served more than a year in the 
state prison. Larios remains at the 
Mini-Cassia jail, but was classified as 
an adult at the beginning of the 
month, when Granata issued his court 
order, 

Larios’ was living an independent 
lifestyle at the time of the crime and 


committed on offense enough serious 
to merit an adult sentence, Granata 
wrote in his decision. If sentenced as 
a juvenile, Larios would have been 
released from a youth rehabilitation 
program when he reaches the age of 
21 in October, Granata wrote. 

Attorney Raymundo Pena said 
Granta’s decision didn’t come as, a 
surprise. Pena represented Larios last 
December in the hearing the Supreme 
Court said should have happened two 
years ago. Its purpose was to present 
evidence as to whether Larios should 
be sentenced as an adult.’ 

An appeal by Larios is likely if 
Granata orders the same sentence, 
Pena said. Should the judge impose a 
lesser sentence, an appeal probably 
won't be in the offing, he said.

Crafty electronic thieves infiltrate cyberspace

Cyberspace surfers goi a potent warning 
Thursday when news spread that a convicted 
computer hacker might have used the Inter- 
net to swipe 20,000 credit cards. 

The message: User beware. 

"The Internet is a bit like the Wild West 
right now," said Pierce Reid, a spokesman 
for CompuServe, a commercial on-line ser- 
vice that offers Internet access. “People arc 
working on ways to make it more secure, 
but right now we don’t recommend that any- 
one do anything on the Internet they 
wouldn’t wnnt made public." 

The Internet used to be like a small town. A 
place where scholars, scientists and the tech- 
nologically savvy exchanged information. 

Today, with more than 20 million users, 
this international computer network has all 
the marks of a big city: vandals, pornogra- 
phy, petty thieves and organized crime. 

So experts warn that if you want to reap 
the rewards of exploring this new electronic 
frontier, be wary. You could get everything 
from your identity to your credit card stolen. 

"Consumers at the moment aren’t at very 
much risk, but that’s going to change,” said 
Steven M. Bcllovin, author of "Firewalls 
and Internet Security” and a computer-secu- 
rity researcher at AT&T Bell Laboratories, 
which designed and maintains AT&T’s In- 
ternet services. "There is no way to totally 
avoid a problem, other thqp to never use the 
Internet. The more reasonable approach is to 
make sure you know who you’re dealing 
— with online. 11

Acting chief: 
MK not close 
to failing

BOISE — Despite huge monetary losses and the 
ouster of its leader, Morrison Knudsen is not on the 
verge of bankruptcy, acting Chairman William 
Clark says. 

“Bankruptcy is not being discussed — at least not 
around me,” Clark said Thursday. “We arc not 
thinking and we are not talking bankruptcy.” 

Morrison Knudsen estimated Thursday it lost 
$14 1 million in the fourth quarter, pushing the huge 
construction concern's deficit for all of 1994 to a 
records 175 million. 

Clark said the board continues to search for a re- 
placement for former Chairman William Agee, who 
was forced to quit last week. 

Also on Thursday, Standard & Poors Corp. 
downgraded its rating of $20 million in MK’s long- 
term debt to BB+ from BBB-. The lower rating is 
considered “predominantly speculative" by S&P. 

Boise State University accounting professor David 
Koeppcn said he doubts MK is close to bankruptcy. 

Kocppen reviewed MK’s balance sheet ns of 
Sept. 30 and tried to factor in the expected quarterly 
loss. He said the company’s finances have been un- 
raveling all year, but probably have not collapsed. 

Koeppcn also does not think MK’s creditors are 
likely to foreclose on some $200 million in short- 
term debt the company cannot pay right now. 

“My expectation is that nobody is going to force 
them near-term into bankruptcy,” Kocppen said. 

If MK were to seek-protection from its creditors, it 
would have two main options. The company could 
petition the U.S. Bankruptcy Court for permission to 
reorganize itself under Chapter 1 1 of the bankruptcy 
code. Or, ifit saw no future for itself, "MK. could be 
liquidated under Chapter 7 of the code.

Little Leaguers face 
trademark problems 


FORT LAUDERDALE. Fla. (AP) 
Baseball lias lost two big names in 
its attempt to field replacement players. 

Detroit Tigers manager Sparky 
Anderson said lie could not work with die 
replacements and took a leave of absence, 
die Detroit News reported today. 

And Ken Oberkfell, one of the few 
replacement players with meaningful 
major league experience, told the 
-Philadelphia Phillies he will not report. - 

Oberkfell, a 16-year veteran who 
last played in the major leagues -in 
1 092 . told gcncrul manager Lee 
Thomas, “I just can’t do it. If you 
have to sue me because of the con-, 
tract, go ahead,” The Record of 
Hackensack NJ„ said today. 

Thomas confirmed to The 
Associated Press that Oberkfell was 
dropping out. 

“Ken called me* last night and said 
he really wasn’t sure he could pass 
the phsyical,” Thomas said today. 

. “He said his shoulder had been both- 
ering him.” 

But Thomas also ’ said that 
, Oberkfell, who was a union activist 
during his career, said “he did have 
second thoughts” about being a 
replacement player. 

The Record said one reason 
Oberkfell originally decided to play 
was his friendship with Thomas. 

Anderson also could not sec him- 
self working during the strike.

MELBOURNE, Fla. (AP) — 
Major league baseball doesn’t 
want Little Leaguers to use uni- 
forms with big-league nicknames 
unless they’re buying licensed 
goods. 

“It’s not a money issue, it's as 
matter of trademark use," said 
Don Gibson, the vice president 
and general counsel of Major 
League Baseball Properties. “If 
you don’t protect your trademark, 
you risk losing it.” 

The issue came to light 
Thursday in a story by Florida 
Today, which said MLBP was 
“cracking down on Little League 
teams and amateur adult 
leagues.” 

Gibson, saying there was no 
- crackdown, said licensing fees for 
clothing hadn't been increased 
since 1993. For most licensed 
goods, sports teams cam about 6 
percent of the retail cost, which is 
12 percent of the wholesale. 

“The manufacturers may be 
passing on that charge io the 
Little League teams, but we don’t 
charge the teams for using uni- 
forms with major league names," 
said Rich Levin, the spokesman 
for the ruling executive council.

“This is an example of activity 
we-. do on a daily basis to protect 
trademark for the clubs," Gibson 
said. “Baseball is extremely sup- 
portive of youth and amateur 
leagues, contributing more than 
SI million each year.” 

Ethan Orlinsky, the No. 2 
lawyer of MLBP, said that Little 
League teams not able to afford 
. licensed goods should call his 
office in New York and he would 
try to hfclp. 

“We have to both make the 
kids happy so they can wear the 
uniform, but we have to protect 
the trademark rights,” he said. 
“You have to approve the quality. 
You can’t have somebody just 
using the names because you 
havc'to have quality control.’’ 

In the Florida Today story, 
Orlinsky insisted amateur teams 
could not buy unlicensed goods. 

“It’s an uncontcstable potent," 
he was quoted as saying. “It 
doesn’t matter if the names arc 
block letters ironed on. Major 
league (baseball) owns the names 
of all teams when used in associa- 
tion with baseball.” 

Acting commissioner Bud 
Selig, reached at his home in 
Milwaukee, said he didn’t know 
anything about the issue. 

Major league teams have been 
increasing protective of their nick- 
names in recent years, Orlinsky 
said. They sued to prevent a 
Brooklyn bar from culling itself the 
Brooklyn Dodger, but U.S. District 
Judge Constance Baker Motley 
ruled against owners in April 1993. 

“It’s a money issue with the 
majors," said Tony Juarez of 
Titusville, a Little League District 
administrator. "But they need to 
realize it costs us S20 to S30 a 
uniform to outfit these kids. 
That’s expensive for- Little 
League."

When a seemingly easy game 
goes down, declarer's first refuge 
is to place the blame on ill luck. 
Often, luck has little to do with it. 
Declarer's demise is a product of 
his own doing. Here's an example 
from a recent team game. 

South took dummy’s club ace 
and tried a low diamond. East 
wasn't buying. He took his ace, 
and when West dropped the eight. 
East continued with a second dia- 
mond. South discarded a club, 
dummy won, and the trump fi- 
nesse lost to West's king West led 
a club to East’s king and a third 
round of diamonds embarrassed 
South. West’s trump 10 was pro- 
moted to a winner and the game 
fell one short. 

Where did South go wrong? His 
first mistake was in winning the 
first dub. Unless one can find a 
couple of quick discards, it rarely 
pays to relinquish control of suit 
combinations like this one. After 
West's queen is allowed to win, 
what can the defense do? If dubs 
are continued (no other lend is 
better) South wins dummy’s ace 
and loses a trump finesse. (If 
West makes an enticing duck, 
South ruffs his last club.) The de- 
fenders then get only three win- 
ners. 

After playing os he did, South 
had another chance to make his 
game. When he discards a dub on 
the second round of diamonds, he 
gets home if he leads a third 
round of diamonds, discarding his 
last dub. West ruffs, but now the 
defenders get only two trumps 
and one diamond.
